Circleville School Teachers Granted Salary Increase

A proposal to the city board of 
education was passed unanimously 
Thursday night to raise the teachers’ 
and non-cert ideated employes salaries 
if the $91 million school aid bill 
becomes law. Superintendent Fritz 
Jacobs made the recommendation to 
the board and was optimistic that the 
bill would become law since it has 
already passed both the House and the 
Senate 
and 
is 
presently 
on 
the 
governor’s desk. 
He advised the board the governor 
would either have to sign the bill by 
Feb. 19 or it would become law 
anyway. If he vetoes it, the bill can still 
be passed with a two thirds majority. 
In line with the salary raise, the 
board 
also acted to raise 
seven 
categories of 
non-certificated 
em ­ 


ployes on the same proportionate 
basis. The reason for acting separately 
on these salaries is that they are not 
included on 
the 
regular 
salary 
schedule. 
For teachers, the salary which was 
negotiated last spring to become ef­ 
fective in September of this year will 
become effective Feb. I instead. Under 
the new contract the beginning teacher 
with a bachelor’s degree will make 
$7,980 and the maximum salary paid a 
teacher with a m aster’s degree plus 25 
hours is $14,375. 
This new salary represents 98 days 
of the school year for teachers at the 
present schedule and 86 days at the 
new 
schedule. 
Other 
em p loyes’ 
salaries 
will 
be 
adjusted 
propor­ 
tionately to time on 
the 
present 
schedule and time on the new schedule 
as covered by existing contracts. 


Phil Everett and Kelley Boyer of the 
mathematics staff were present at the 
board meeting with a proposal to 
update the math curriculum. As they 
explained, the new program will allow 
more advanced math offerings in the 
later years of high school as well as an 
algebra program in the ninth and tenth 
grades for the slower students. 
The 
board 
adopted 
the 
new 
curriculum as presented which was 
felt to be a more comprehensive 
mathematics offering. The original 
Algebra I and II classes are to remain 
the same. 
Under the new program an offering 
will be made for slower students to 
take Algebra I in two years, calling the 
c la sses pre-algebra and m odified 
algebra. Although the student will 
receive two credits for the courses, the 
courses will be classified as one unit of 


algebra I for transcript purposes. 
At the advanced level, the new 
program 
offers 
Algebra 
II- 
Trigonometry for the junior year and 
advanced math at the senior level. 
Everett explained that the advanced 
math course 
would 
include 
some 
calculus and would therefore qualify 
Circleville students to be more com­ 
petitive when they reach college. 
Also along the same lines with the 
math program, the superintendent 
recommended to the board that a 
change in the graduation requirements 
be made requiring only one unit of 
math credit instead of the two units 
now required. 
The board accepted the recom­ 
mendation since the state standards 
only require one unit. Jacobs said two 
units of math would still be encouraged 
but not required. This new policy was 


thought to be of some help to students 
who go on to the joint vocational 
school. 
Mr. and Mrs. Wayne Smith had 
requested speaking time at the board 
meeting to discuss the expulsion of 
their son from school for a second 
offense of smoking. Mrs. Smith in­ 
dicated that she felt her son had done 
wrong and deserved punishment but 
also cited an example of another 
student who was guilty of the same 
offense 
and 
was 
only 
placed 
in 
detention for six weeks. 
Jacobs explained the law to the 
couple and stated that the other case 
was heard on the last day of the 
sem ester. The law stipulates that a 
student can only be expelled for the 
remainder of the current sem ester and 
since there was none of the semester 
left, expulsion was not possible. 


After a lengthy discussing of the 
problems incurred by this law, board 
member Dr. Robert Liggett moved 
that the board form a committee to 
study the situation. The motion was 
passed and the board agreed to meet 
and discuss further circumstances 
such as the one pointed out and then 
agreed to advise the state legislators 
about the problem. 
Mrs. Patricia Southward, who was 
named recently outstanding young 
educator by the Jaycees, was also 
present at the board meeting. She 
explained her job to the board which 
includes 
recom m endations 
for 
children for tutoring, EMR and 
learning disabilities classes. She said 
she also observed children in these 
classes. 
It was brought out that there is a

Jones, LL Chet Echard, Ron Arledge, 
Dan Grant, Martin Gamer and Dave 
Justus. Fireman Paul Vance was 
called in to man the fire station while 
the other firemen were battling the 
blaze. 
It took them an hour and IO minutes 
to completely extinguish the blaze. 
"This near tragedy points out the 
need for people to become more fuse 
conscious,” Jones said today. "A 15 
amp fuse will show you where thfere is 
trouble but a 20 or 30 amp fuse will 
bum your house down.” 
He urged all home owners to call in 
an electrician if 15 amp fuses blow 
when placed on a circuit. 
‘‘Som e circu its and appliances 
require heavier fusing,” Jones said. 
"This is the reason why a homeowner 
should call in a qualified electrician to 
check heavily fused electrical circuits. 
"What I’m really concerned about is 
saving lives. We can replace buildings 
that burn down but never the life that 
may be lost in a fire,” the acting chief 
concluded. 
Home appliances are one of the 
major causes of fires. According to 
statistics in the National Fire Fighters 
Bulletin, 855,000 fires were caused last 
year by electric stove, 360,000 by gas 
stoves, 436,000 by faulty wiring, 365,000 
by cigarettes, 248,000 by 
children 
playing with matches and 196,000 by 
television sets. 
The bulletin also noted that one of 
every two firemen is injured fighting 
fires each year.

WASHINGTON (AP) - Led by a big 
decline in prices of farm products, 
wholesale prices fell three-tenths of 
one per cent in January, the Labor 
Department reported today. 
The report indicated further relief 
for Americans from the high in­ 
flationary trends of the past two years, 
since declines in wholesale prices 
generally result in falling consumer 
prices later on. 
In a separate report Thursday, the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Board 
said 
the 
nation’s factories, mines and utilities 
reduced their output by 3.6 per cent 
last month, the worst such showing 
since the Depression Era. 
The Federal Reserve’s industrial- 
output 
statistics 
showed 
that 
the 
downturn extended across the country, 
with declines posted in autos, con­ 
sumer goods, business equipment and 
industrial materials. 


It was the sharpest one-month drop 
since December 1937, when the output 
index plummeted by 8.9 per cent, and 
followed a 3.1 per cent decline in 
December 1974. 
The index now has declined by 9.5 
per cent since last September and 
stands at 113.7 per cent of the 1967 base 
level. 
In other econom ic and energy 
developments Thursday: 
—Interior Secretary Rogers C.B. 
Morton said in a Miami interview that 
President Ford’s energy program will 
increase the price of gasoline by as 
much as 20 cents a gallon at the pump, 
com pared to the adm in istration ’s 
previous estim ates of IO cents a gallon. 
He predicted the price will start rising 
in April and reach 70 to 75 cents a 
gallon by July, going higher still if 
Ford’s planned tariff on imported oil 
reaches $3 a barrel. 
—In a New York speech to securities 
analysts, Ford said the $52 billion 
budget deficit he has projected for the 
next fiscal year can be financed. But 
he said he couldn’t make the sam e 
promise if Congress adds to the deficit, 
and he criticized the House and Senate 
for inaction on his programs. 
—The l>abor Department reported 
that unemployment lines continued to 
grow late in January as nearly 750,000 
more Americans applied for jobless 
benefits in the week ended Feb. I. The

Gov. John J. Gilligan called off a 
recount of votes in the gubernatorial 
election.

ll, two days before Gov. Jam es A. 
Rhodes took office, Collins said. He 
said he was holding back $900 in 
paychecks for the seven, who had 
received about $5,000. 
The tax commissioner said he had 
informed the office of Ohio Atty. Gen. 
William J. Brown of the situation 
Thursday and then turned it over to 
John 
M. 
McElroy, 
Rhodes’ 
chief 
assistant. 
McElroy said he had advised the 
department of Industrial Relations to 
call the Highway Patrol into its in­ 
vestigation of 20 employes whose work 
records are in doubt. McElroy said he 
would probably decide today what to 
do about the questions raised in the tax 


department. 
The 
controversy 
boiled 
over 
T uesday when LL Gov. Richard 
Celeste called a news conference to 
complain of transitional difficulties he 
had encountered since taking office. 
Celeste, a Democrat, said he had 
placed five members of his campaign 
staff with five different state agencies 
in late November and early December 
to help him with the transition before 
he officially took office.

But he said, "I don’t think there is 
any authority, from my first look, for 
anybody but the governor to have 
transitional help.” 
Ferguson said he was currently 
checking the departments of Liquor 
Control, 
Industrial 
R elations, 
A dm inistrative S ervices and the 
Bureau of Motor Vehicles. Celeste’s 
workers were assigned to the latter 
three departments and to Agriculture 


and the Bureau of Workmen’s Com­ 
pensation. 
Ferguson said his examiners "have 
noted seven nonexistent liquor stores 
around the state with liquor Control 
Department employes 
assigned 
to 
them. 
. 
"Apparently,” he added, "Liquor 
Director Clifford Reich had knowledge 
of these nonexistent stores and 
authorized payrolls for the employes 
listed as being assigned to them for the 
pay period ending Feb. I, yet has not 
informed the auditor’s office of any 
possible irregularities.” 
Reich, a Rhodes appointee, was 
unavailable for immediate comment. 
A spokesman for the highway patrol 
said investigators were assigned to the 
Department of Industrial Relations 
after a meeting Wednesday. 
"We have full police power in certain 
areas that involve state property,” the 
spokesman said. But he refused to 
characterize the patrol’s involvement 
as tantamount to a criminal investi­ 
gation. 
A source in the office of the Franklin 
County Prosecutor George Smith, who 
had a representative at the meeting, 
said investigators would be looking for 
possible violations of theft, fraud and 
offen ses 
against

ministration. 
Dem-Controlled Legislature 
To Receive Rhodes Program 


COLUMBUS, Ohio ( A P ) - Ohio’s 
D em ocrat-controlled legislatu re is 
gearing up to receive from GOP Gov. 
James A. Rhodes a m assive job- 
oriented, multi-billion-dollar program 
that seem s to fly in the face of the 
nation’s economic woes. 
L egislative leaders, who m ust 
decide whether to grant the 65-year-old 
governor’s request to place it on the 
state’s June 3 primary ballot, said 
Thursday hearings will start promptly 
next 
week 
in 
both 
houses. 
The 
legislature faces a March 5 deadline 
for June ballot proposals. 
Senate M ajority Leader Oliver 
O casek, 
D-27 
Akron, 
and 
other 
lawmakers seemed stunned by the $4.1 
billion worth of bond issues that would 
be financed over 30 years by fractional 
increases 
in the 
state 
sales 
and 
gasoline taxes — seven-tenths of a cent 
in the sales and nine-tenths of a cent in 
the gas tax. 
“It’s m assive,” Ocasek said, ob­ 
serving that interest costs on the 
general obligation bonds "would be 
enormous.” A Rhodes assistant, Chan 
Cochran, said interest on a proposed 
$2.5 billion bond issue for a myriad of 
improvements in cities ranging from 
sports arenas to lake and river ports to 
a $140 million string of cancer centers, 
would total about $2.1 billion. 
In another ballot proposal, the state 
would issue $1.6 billion in bonds to 
complete its arterial and interstate 
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highway system s, subsidize 80-mile- 
an-hour commuter trains between big 
cities, and pour millions more into 
m ass transit system s, among other 
things. Interest on those bonds would 
be about $1.4 billion. 
Rhodes, whose aggressive campaign 
last fall, based on creating jobs, un­ 
seated 
Democratic 
Gov. 
John 
J. 
Gilligan, completed a series of four 
news conferences Thursday on his 
proposals. He called on Ohioans to 
"give me the tools to fight crime, 
unemployment, and welfare.” 
Rhodes then huddled in separate 
meetings with about 200 mayors and 
editors of Ohio’s daily newspapers, 
asking them to help sell his "bipar­ 
tisan” program to the state’s voters. 
Some cam e away stunned. John 
Coleman, executive director of the 
Ohio 
Municipal 
leagu e, 
said 
the 
proposals ‘‘sure are something.” 
Ocasek, along with House Speaker 
Vernal G. Riffe Jr., D-89 New Boston, 
applauded Rhodes’ estimate that voter 
approval in June would help put 100,000 


laid off construction workers on the job 
by late summer. "The philosophy is 
good, everyone is for jobs,” Ocasek 
said. 
Riffe said the legislature wants to 
study the issues closely because of its 
"constitutional responsibility” to see 
that the people understand them fully. 
"I am certain the next three weeks of 
legislative activity is going to be in­ 
teresting,” he said. 
Besides the two general obligation 
bond issues, Rhodes is asking for 
constitutional amendments to permit 
the state to issue $500 million or more 
in self-retiring 
revenue 
bonds for 
housing and nursing homes, and to let 
the 
legislature 
grant 
25-year 
tax 
abatements to industries expanding or 
locating in Ohio’s run down big city 
areas. 
Under 
his 
proposals, 
R hodes 
asserted Ohio could become "the finest 
state in the nation.” Unless voters are 
allowed to vote on them and give them 
their approval "Ohio’s advantage over 
other states will disappear,” he said. 
Brezhnev Back In Limelight 
After Weeks In Shadows 
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MOSCOW 
(AP) 
— 
Leonid 
I. 
Brezhnev is back in the limelight, 
apparently as vigorous and ebullient 
as ever despite rumors of illness 
during his seven weeks out of the 
spotlight. 


The Communist party chief did most 
of the talking 
during 
a 
212-hour 
meeting Thursday with British Prime 
Minister Harold Wilson, showed no 
fatigue and appeared in smiling good 
health, British sources reported. 
Brezhnev strode into a Kremlin 
reception hall to greet Wilson, laughed 
and exchanged quips with his guest 
and allow ed photographers seven 
m inutes 
of 
picture-taking, 
an 
unusually long session. 
"It is very good to see you," Wilson 
said. "Were you resting?” 
“ I’ll tell you la te r ,” B rezhnev 
replied with a sm ile and a wave of his 
hand. 
"Smoking is one of my faults,” he 
told Wilson as he lit up a cigarette. 
Brezhnev is a chain smoker, and one of 
the rumors during his absence was 


that 
he 
w as 
suffering 
from 
a 
respiratory ailment. 
The evening TV news programs 
concentrated on closeups of the jovial 
Brezhnev. 


The Kremlin chief’s last official 
appearance was at a session of the 
Russian parliament in Moscow on Dec. 
24. He had been reported in bed with 
influenza during november. When his 
January trip to the Middle East was 
canceled without explanation on Dec. 
30 and w'eeks went by without public 
appearances, rumors circulated in 
Moscow and abroad that 
he 
had 
pneumonia or leukemia or was in 
p olitical trouble because of the 
collapse of the Soviet-American trade 
agreement. 


Informed sources said that Wilson in 
his first talk with Brezhnev agreed 
that the European security conference 
now in progress in Geneva should end 
with a summit meeting, possibly this 
summer. Such a summit conference is 
one of Brezhnev’s pet projects. 
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M arkets Roundtown Players Have Hit 
W ith 'The Miracle W orker' 
NEW YORK (AP) - The stock 
market shrugged off signs of a 
deepening recession and embarked on 
another substantial gain in continued 
active trading today. 
The noon Dow Jones average of 30 
industrials was up 6.34 at 733.26. 
Gainers outpaced losers by a 3-2 
margin bn the New York Stock 
Exchange. 
The market hesitated at the opening 
in the wake of the government’s report 
late 
thursday 
that 
industrial 
production took its sharpest monthly 
drop in January since the Depression. 
But falling interest rates and news of a 
decline in wholesale prices last month 
had it on an upward course again by 
midmorning. 
At the American Stock Exchange, 
the market-value index was up .35 at 
76.73. 
The favorable news came in two 
doses. First the government reported 
that wholesale prices had declined at a 
seasonally adjusted 0.3 per cent rate 
last month for their second drop in a 
row. 
And New York’s First National City 
Bank and the First National Bank of 
Chicago trimmed their prime lending 
rates—the basic charge on corporate 
loans—from 9 to 8*4 per cent. 
The NYSE’s composite index of all 
its listed common stocks rose .32 to 
43.32.

Conservatives Eye 
N e w Political Party 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - Some 
conservatives, discontented with what 
they say are the liberal policies of the 
Ford-Rockefeller administration, are 
gearing up for a new national political 
party. 
The talk of a new political party and 
criticism of both Vice President 
Nelson A. Rockefeller and President 
Ford dominated a conference Thurs­ 
day 
sponsored 
by 
the 
Young 
Americans for Freedom (YAF) and 
the American Conservative Union 
(ACU). 
YAF claims to have a membership 
of 55,000 nationally. The ACU is based 
in Washington and lobbies on major 
legislation. 
The four-day conference, attended 
by 500 persons, is entitled ‘‘1976 — 
What Direction for Conservatives” 
and is focusing on what some con­ 
servatives consider to 
be 
the 
President’s ‘‘leftward drift” as in­ 
dicated by his support for dentente and 
conditional amnesty for Vielnam-era 
draft evaders and deserters. 
Rep. Robert E. Bauman, R-Md., 
opening the conference, received a 
cheering, standing ovation when he 
called upon Ford to “make perfectly 
clear that Mr. Rockefeller will not 
control our domestic policies and is not 
acceptable for nomination as vice 
president in 1976.” 
Later in the day, Ford announced 
that he was putting Rockefeller in 
charge of the Domestic Council so that 
the vice president will play an im­ 
portant role in the administration. 
Another conservative leader, who 
asked not to be identified, said there is 


fear that if Ford doesn’t seek re- 
election, Rockefeller may be the 
party’s nominee for the White House in 
1976. 
Ford has said publicly he plans to 
run again. 


ACU Chairman M. Stanton Evans 
said there should be a “new party” 
with former California Gov. Ronald 
Reagan at the top of the ticket and Ala­ 
bama Gov. George C. Wallace as the 
vice presidential nominee. 


“The two major parties have 
become indistinguishable,” Evans 
said 
on 
WETA-TV’s 
“Evening 
Edition.” 
Evans 
said 
he 
was 
“disenchanted” with the Ford- 
Rockefeller administration. 
Reagan has indicated he does not 
want to become involved in a new 
party. 


Sen. Jesse Helms, R-S.C., who op­ 
posed Rockefeller’s vice presidential 
confirmation, is in the forefront of the 
movement to head off Rockefeller’s 
political rise in the COP. 


“We will not convince them (the 
American people) that our con­ 
servative party, by whatever name, is 
not the party of the rich by putting up 
candidates whose very names are 
associted with unsavory privilege, 
monopoly, and manipulation of 
wealth,” Helms said in a speech 
prepared for delivery today. 
Reagan is scheduled to address the 
conference Saturday night, but no 
major announcement is anticipated.

The move, in which Ohioans move 
their clocks one hour ahead, will be in 
accordance with other Eastern states 
that change from Eastern Standard 
Time to Daylight Saving Time. 
As a result of Daylight Saving Time, 
darkness comes one hour later than 
standard time. The plan allows an 
additional daylight hour for recreation 
in the evening. 
Areas that use Daylight Saving Time 
return to standard time late in 
October. 


License Assigned 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Statisticians 
in the Agriculture Department have 
found 107,000 dairy cows on the 
nation’s farms that they did not know 
existed until new cattle inventory 
figures were gathered on Jan. I. 
The discovery prompted the USDA 
to begin revising its forecasts on milk 
production prospects in 1975. In other 
words, farmers may be producing sub­ 
stantially more milk for the consumer 
market this year than the experts had 
previously counted on. 
A revised estimate of 1975 daily 
production is to be released Feb. 21 by 
the 
departm ent’s 
Outlook 
and 
Situation Board. As recently as late 
December, 
USDA experts were 
predicting that 1975 milk output would 
continue to decline through mid-year. 
The existence of the additional 
107.000 dairy cows came to light after 
the department’s Statistical Reporting 
Service issued a report Wednesday 
which showed that the number of milk 
cows on farms in December totaled 
•11,212,000 head. 
On Jan IO, the agency estimated the 
December milk cow inventory at 
11.105.000 head. But that was before 
the annual Jan. I inventory of all cattle 
— including beef and dairy breeds 
was prepared for public release. It was 
announced Feb. 3. 


The revisions have produced a ripple 
effect in other dairy statistics kept by 
the department. For example, 1974 
milk output — which had been pre­ 
dicted to be down from 1973 — actually 
was larger than the previous year. 
Production, the report said, was 
more than 115.4 billion pounds last 
year, up slightly from 115.38 billion in 
1973. Arid the 1973 total was revised 
downward from 115.6 billion pounds 
previously indicated.

officials said there were 11,221,000 
dairy cows on the nation’s farms in 
1974, a decline of 1.6 per cent from the 
1973 average of 11,409,000 in 1973. 
One official in the Statistical 
Reporting Service said Thursday the 
discrepancy in December was partly 
due to USDA’s monthly survey system 
which involves small-scale samplings 
taken by mail. The Jan. I all-cattle 
inventory uses scientific and carefully 
designed methods which are too costly 
under current budget limitations to use 
on a monthly basis, said the official, 
who asked not to be identified. 
The report also said milk production 


in January was up slightly from the 
same month last year and gained 2.4 
per cent from December. 
At USDA’s annual outlook con­ 
ference rn December, experts said 1975 
milk output probably would trail year- 
earlier levels during the first half of 
the year. 
One big reason for the larger bulge 
in dairy cow numbers is that prices for 
those animals have been low for most 
of the past year. Thus, despite rela­ 
tively high feed expenses, many dairy 
farmers have kept producing milk 
rather 
than 
sacrifice 
cows 
at 
depressed prices.

Administration, believes that school 
children should be given lessons in 
banking, borrowing, spending and 
saving, so that they won’t grow up — 
as countless generations have — 
convinced that they don’t have a friend 
at Chase M anhattan or even a nod­ 
ding acquaintance at the 15th National 
Bank of Hagerstown, Md. 
Teach the rotten little squanderers a 
lesson in fiscal responsibility right 
along with their ABC’s, Browne ad­ 
vocates. He has seven children, so he 
enters into this hair-raising arena with 
excellent credentials. 
Browne also has an encouraging 
word about women as credit risks. 
Though they hold the purse-strings

NEW YORK (AP) - President 
Ford’s order releasing as much as $2 
billion in highway funds is open to 
criticism that it is an expedient rather 
than a plan, and contradictory one at 
that. 
But this is an economy of con­ 
tradictions. 
While urging the nation to cut back 
on its consumption of energy, Ford is 
in effect seeing to it that the use of 
energy is encouraged by building the 
roads over which the energyburners 
operate. 
Most people can list a half dozen 
socially desirable projects, beginning 
with mass transit projects that ac­ 
tually would save energy, that could 
benefit from a similar infusion of 
funds. 
But while oil and other commodities 
might be in short supply, criticism 
isn’t. Leadership throughout the world 
is faced today with such a complex of 
circumstances that nothing seems to 
satisfy, or even seem logical. 
Perhaps the most baffling conflict is 
the concurrent rise in nationalism and 
the growing interdependence of 
nations. 
The Arabs, for example, can sell all 
the oil they can drain from the sands 
but it won’t do them much good if 
Western industrial nations don’t buy it, 
because then the Arabs couldn’t buy 
Western technology. 
Another head-on conflict exists 
between the rise in consumer ex­ 
pectations throughout the world and 
the need for energy to turn those ex­ 
pectations into reality. And that 
reality, in turn, often conflicts with the 
environment. 
There is no end to the list. Even the 
battle against inflation poses the 
threat of more recession, and vice 
versa. The strange times lead to a 
federal budget deficit in the scores of 
billions being called conservative. 
The entire economic climate is in 
such 
a 
state 
of 
change 
that 
philosophical ideals clash with what is 
practiced. 
Big business fights for its in­ 
dependence from Washington and 
then, when in trouble, seeks special 
treatm ent 
there. 
Government 
regulatory agencies set up to promote 
fairness and efficiency are accused of 
being unjust and wasteful. 
The climate being what it is, the 
President’s highway building plan 
doesn’t seem out of place. The entire 
picture must be kept in mind, and not 
the individual pieces that make up the 
picture 
But in an economic world in turmoil, 
that bigger picture is more and more 
perplexing.

diabetes. New attitudes in the use of 
insulin and diet and in drugs taken by 
mouth have been effective in the long­ 
term treatment of diabetes. They have 
reduced the need for injections of 
insulin in some instances. 
At Stanford University in California, 
at Dartmouth University in New 
Hampshire, and at the Salk Institute in 
La Jolla, Calif., new attacks are being 
made on the problem of diabetes. 
A new hormone discovered in ex­ 
perimental animals is said to reduce 
sugar levels in the blood. 
With 
this 
research 
and 
the 
possibility of pancreas transplants, 
there seems to be great hope for new 


approaches to the complex problems 
of diabetes.

Marriage, to my way of thinking, is a 
risky business. It is akin, in a far­ 
fetched way, to a new automobile: it 
glitters, it purrs. After a suitable 
break-in period, the buyer finds that he 
has a peach or a lemon.

GI Benefits 
End Eyed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - White House 
officials are proposing an elimination 
of GI education benefits for future 
veterans and are asking the Pentagon 
what impact this would have on en­ 
listments and military education. 
Odell W. Vaughn, deputy ad­ 
m inistrator of the Veterans Ad­ 
m inistration, said Wednesday the 
White House proposal was made in 
connection with a VA request that 
President Ford declare an end to the 
Vietnam wartime period. 
A presidential declaration would 
immediately cut off such benefits as 
pensions and burial allowances, for 
which only wartime veterans are 
eligible. 
Limiting education benefits for 
peacetime veterans would be similar 
to action taken after World War II and 
the Korean War. However, when the 
Vietnam-era GI education bill was 
enacted it was made retroactive to 
provide benefits for those peacetime 
veterans who served between Korea 
and Vietnam. 
Any cutoff of education benefits 
would not affect anyone now eligible, 
veterans or those on active duty. It 
would affect only people joining the 
military after the cutoff date.

Sales Top 
IOO Million 


CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P )- The 
Ohio littery Commission says ticket 
sales since the lottery started Aug. 22 
have gone over the 100-million mark. 


Robert Malaga, executive director 
of the lottery, said Thursday only two 
other lottery states were able to top IOO 
million in ticket sales in their first 25 
weeks. 


Sales for the week ended Feb. 13 
totaled 3.94 million, continuing the 
weekly rise in ticket sales that started 
the first of the year, the commission 
reported. 


Malaga said he believes “ use of 
radio, television and the broadcasting 
of our drawings will further enhance 
the overall sales picture.” 
Meanwhile, the lottery’s latest big 
winner, Cassius Yoakum of Columbus, 
said he was pondering what to do with 
his $300,000 from the Buckeye 300 
drawing in Columbus Thursday. 
“ I don’t owe a bill, so I don’t know 
wjiat I’m going to do,” Yoakum 
declared. 
A printer for National Graphics 
Corp., Yoakum will get the money in 
$15,000 annual installments. He said he 
might buy his ex-wife a car. 
James G. Kumbers of Steubenville, 
who won $30,000, said he would have no 
problem figuring what to do with the 
money. He said his wife has multiple 
sclerosis, and the winnings will go 
toward medical expenses.

Gorillas 
WHI Get 
New Home 
CINCINNATI, Ohio (AP) - It won t 
be as good as the Congo, but for the 
Cincinnati’s 12 lowland gorillas, their 
new home will be the best thing this 
side of the bush. 
The Cincinnati Park Board Thurs­ 
day awarded $868,352 worth of con­ 
tracts for a modified rain forest grotto 
for the gorillas to be completed in 
about 18 months at the Cincinnati Zoo. 
The major feature, zoo officials said, 
will be the elimination of cages. 
Gorillas will roam a moat-protected 
area 119-by-260 feet with plenty of 
brush and rocks to escape the prying 
eyes of the public, which will be 
relegated to vantage points along a 
jungle-like trail. 
The park board said original plans 
for a glass-enclosed building to house 
the “ rain forest” were changed 
because of heating costs. 
However, a spokesman said, gorillas 
are adaptable and there will be heated 
enclosures for the animals in colder 
weather. 
The zoo claims a world record of 
eight gorilla births to its four adults. 
The grotto will be enclosed in a 
horticultural display and officials said 
there is no chance of the gorillas 
escaping. 
Director Ed Maruska, now on a 
Central American safari, had said that 
the gorillas will now have a chance to 
participate in community life among 
themselves in the new enclosure. 
At present, they are separated in 
cages at the Ape House at the second 
oldest zoo in the United States. 
Gradison 
Fights Dam 


CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P )- U.S. 
Rep. Willis D. Gradison Jr., who 
walked nearly all of Ohio’s 1st District 
last November in his successful 
election campaign against incumbent 
Democrat Thomas A. Luken, is 
walking again. 
Only this time he’s on the move 
about IOO miles from home. 
The 
freshman 
Republican 
congressman from Cincinnati has 
become the focal point in an effort to 
prevent a dam from being erected at 
the Red River Gorge in Kentucky. 
Saturday, nearly 500 people are 
expected to gather at the site in an 
effort to focus attention on what plans 
have already been made and if they 
need to be changed. 
Gradison became an active leader 
when he discovered there was no one 
else in Congress ready to take the job.

Decline In Navy 
Worries Secretary 


COLUMBUS, Ohio I AP i - U.S. Navy 
Secretary J. William Middendorf II 
said Thursday the Navy’s declining 
shipbuilding program has become one 
of his greatest concerns 
“ It is a disturbing fact that today the 
Soviet Navy has twice the number of 
major surface combatants and subma­ 
rines as the U.S. Navy,” Middendorf 
said. 
He said that since 1968, the Navy has 
been building ships at the rate of only 
12 a year. 
By contrast, he pointed out, about 40 
ships per year were being built be­ 
tween 1962 and 1967. 
“ Since 1968,” the secretary said, 
“ we have cut the size of the fleet in 
half. Our fleet of 501 ships is the 
smallest fleet since 1939—two years 
before Pearl Harbor. 
Middendorf, a World War II naval 
officer, financial specialist and ex-U.S. 
ambassador to the Netherlands, spoke 
at a Navy league symposium on the 
Soviet sea challenge. 
He said that while United States 
defense spending is going down, the 
Soviet Union has been pouring more 
money into arms. 
Quoting Defense Secretary James 
Schlesinger, Middendorf said, “ The 
USSR is estimated to be outspending 
the U.S. on defense by at least 20 per 
cent.” 
Court Releases 
M onthly Report 


Carolyn Royster has released a 
report for the month of January for 
Circleville Municipal Court. 
Total for fines, costs and bond for­ 
feitures was $19,394.49 for January and 
a carry over of $2,099 from 1974 
making a total of $21,493.49.

By contrast, 
the nuclear-powered frigate South 
Carolina was commissioned last 
month, more than four years after her 
keel was laid.” 
He said recent crises in the Middle 
East and Cyprus prove “ it is forces at 
the scene-in being-which may well 
determine the outcome of any future 
confrontation.” 
He said inflation, recession and the 
“ oil-dollar” drain are hitting the Navy 
just when the need for more ships is 
being recognized. 
Also speaking at the symposium 
were Rear Adm. B. R. Inman, director 
of naval intelligence, and author 
Norman Polmar, U.S. editor of 
“ Jane’s Fighting Ships,” a British 
publication often called the “ Bible of 
the World's Navies.”

Church-Missouri Synod, a Mid western- 
based body which has congregations 
across the nation totaling 2.8 million 
members. 
Crux of the issue is whether the 
current conservative church ad­ 
ministration, backed by resolutions of 
a governing convention, has authority 
to impose uniform interpretations of 
the Bible.

Opposing efforts to do so, a group 
known as moderates met in Chicago 
last weekend and authorized in­ 
corporation of a nonprofit body to be 
called the Lutheran Church in Mission. 
It was projected as a standby 
organization, ready in case a split 
occurs, to provide a transitional 
structure on a temporary basis for 
groups or congregations leaving the 
denomination. 
“If separate existence becomes 
necessary, something we all hope even 
now can be avoided, we intend our 
organization to be short-lived,” says 
the Rev. Dr. Thomas Spitz of Man- 
hassett, N.Y., a leader in the Chicago 
planning. 
“Hopefully, some kind of relation­ 
ship or new alignment involving other 
Lutherans will emerge into which we 
can enter,” he adds, referring to pos­ 
sible future inclusion in other already 
existing major Lutheran bodies. 
Meanwhile, 
the 
Rev. 
Charles 
Vogeley, a graduate of a seminary-in- 
exile, Seminex, formed in St. Louis a 
year ago when most students and 
faculty walked out of the denomina­ 
tion’s regular seminary in protest, was 
ordained and installed last Sunday at 
the Lutheran Church of Our Savior in 
Port Washington, N.Y. 
Virtually all of Sem inex’s ap­ 
proximately IOO graduates now have 
received Church calls, most of them 
ordained in defiance of orders by the 
church’s president, the Rev. Dr. J.A.0. 
Preus. 
Seminex, set up when the Rev. Dr. 
John Tietjen was fired as president of 


the denomination’s historic Concordia 
Seminary on charges of teaching false 
doctrine, recently made him its 
president. 
It has 403 students this year, with 
classrooms in neighboring 
Catholic 
and 
United 
Churc 
sem inaries. Concordia, once the 
nation’s largest Lutheran seminary, 
has 193 students. 
The Chicago meeting was r a i l e d by 
an ad hoc committee led by Dr. Spitz, 
former executive of the Lutheran 
Council in the U.S. and now a 
Manhassett pastor, and the Rev. Omar 
Stuenkel, a Mapel Heights, Ohio, 
pastor. 
Participants 
representing 
48 
congregations in 22 states emphasized 
they did not want to become another 
splinter denomination, and that they 
regard the new organization only as a 
possible stepping-stone to affination 
with two other major Lutheran bodies 
in a longsought merger of them. 
They are the 3 million-member 
Lutheran Church in America and the 
2.5 
million-member 
American 
Lutheran Church. Altogether, there 
are close to 9 million Lutherans in the 
country. 


Unification efforts between them, 
however, have been stalled by the 
controversy in the Missouri Synod 
branch. 
The Chicago meeting said in a 
resolution that moderate objectives 
such as evangelical church govern­ 
ment and ecumenical participation, 
especially for inter-Lutheran unity, 
are “ seriously impeded” by the 
present Missouri Synod adm in­ 
istration. 
However, activation of the new 
structure was made contingent on 
developments in the denomination, 
pending its governing convention next 
July.

DAYTONA BEACH, Fla 
(A P) — Ifs one down and 
four to go for Bobby Allison in 
his quest for five victories 
and nearly $100,000 in prize 
money in the weekend windup 
to Speed Weeks at Daytona 
International Speedway. 
“ I ’m running all these 
races 
for 
prestige 
and 
prize money,” said Allison 
Thursday after winning one 
of a pair of 125-mile heats 
building up to the $287,375 
Daytona 500 on Sunday. 
But he complained there 
wasn’t much of either in that 
race. 
“ It pays next to nothin and 
it doesn’t even count as a win 
for us in the N ASOAK stand­ 
ings,” Allison said. ‘‘We had 
to run it to get a good spot for 
Sunday.” 
He will start his Matador in 
third place in the Daytona 
500, just behind his brother 
Donnie Allison in a Chevrolet 
and David Pearson in a 
Mercury. 
The front two were guaran­ 
teed their positions when 
they 
posted the 
fastest 
qualifying times last Sunday. 
They also started at the front 
of the 125-mile heats. 
Donnie Allison dropped out 
after only nine laps of the 2.5- 
mile high banked track. He 
said he developed an oil leak. 
Pearson went on to win the 
other 125-miler, sweeping 
past Richard Petty’s Dodge 
on the final lap. It was 
reminiscent of last summer’s 
Firecracker 
400, 
when 
Pearson shut off Petty and 
nosed him at the finish. 
But Petty has had the last 
laugh in the richest stock car 
race, the Daytona 500. He has 
won it five times, Pearson 
none. Petty will start in 
fourth place Sunday. 
Allison nipped Richard 
Brooks’ Ford by 1.6 seconds 
in the first heat. Allison and 
Pearson each collected $1,500 
for their victories. Allison 
went after $30,000 first prize

Champions as well as $7,400 
first money in a 200-miler for

stock cars

fourth in each. 
In his own Chevrolet, 
Bobby Allison will go from 
the front row in the 300-miler 
for late model sportsman 
stock cars Saturday.

Rhodes is being advised on press 
matters this time by Chan Cochran, 
formerly a political writer for The 
Columbus Dispatch and a respected 
colleague for several years in the 
Judge Says 
Funds Must 
Be Released 


WASHINGTON (A P) - A federal 
judge says the White House has no 
power to withhold highway money 
appropriated by Congress and the 
government must release road funds 
sought by 12 states. 
The ruling was the result of a suit 
filed by 12 states contesting the right of 
the President to impound highway 
funds. 
The decision was issued by U.S. 
District Judge John Lewis Smith Jr. 
Wednesday, one day after President 
Ford ordered the release of $2 billion in 
impounded highway funds in an effort 
to stimulate road construction jobs. 
Since 1966 the White House has im­ 
pounded more than $11 billion in high­ 
way money appropriated by Congress. 
Officials for the 12 states estimated 
that 
the 
Federal 
Highway 
Administration refuses to spend $616 
million through June 30, 1975, plus 
another $1.5 billion in fiscal year 1976. 
Smith ordered the highway ad­ 
ministration to determine the actual 
share owed the 12 states and to pay it. 
States involved in the suit were 
Pennsylvania, Alaska, Arizona, Idaho, 
Louisiana, 
Michigan, 
Nevada, 
Oklahoma, Texas, Utah, Washington 
and Wisconsin. 
Smith’s ruling said eight other 
federal judges already have denied the 
government a right to withhold funds 
for programs approved by Congress.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - The 
director of the Ohio Department of 
Administrative Services says about 
three times the usual number of state 
employes changed jobs the last two 
months of 1974.
